Homeless Services are one of six main services that the Management District Plan claims are a direct benefit to 
individually-assessed parcels in the BID, and "Benefit" is the justification for the assessment that properties pay in 
the BID. 

Apparently the BID is not in compliance with this aspect of its Management District Plan, which on page 7 
specifically states: 

To effectively address issues that arise from the transient and homeless population in the District boundaries, the 
PBID will fund homeless service coordination. Coordination and referral services that are provided by various 
social service organizations will improve the effectiveness of the District’s sen/ices. The District will facilitate the 
presence of social service agencies dedicated to assisting the homeless. 

Apparently all the BID is doing regarding homeless assistance is having your security service refer them to an 
agency that has to pay for the privilege of being in the bid and providing these services to the downtown area 
without cost to the bid. 

This, along with the issue of your violation of your record retention policy is another issue that I believe the City 
Attorney and City Clerk needs to look into prior to the charter renewal.
